Each locality seems to be im- 
mersed in British War Relief 
work and the Newtons with their 
vast populations are among the 
most active. The amount of work 
turned in by the many groups 
working there is breathtaking. 

Mrs. Fred Cummins of Newton 
Centre is chairman of the Newton 
Branch of the British Workshop, 
at 69 Newbury st., while Mrs. 
Frank E. H. Johnson, of New- 
tonville, is chairman of another 
division under the British War Re- 
lief Socety. 

Mrs. Cummins' group was one 
of the first to start with Mrs. Wil- 
liam Endicott when the latter 
originated the Workshop in her 
own home. There were no spa- 
cious quarters then and no large 
corps of volunteers; only a very 
small group of women determined 
to send all the help they could to 
those hard-hit people in England 
who despairingly saw the-'r homes 
bombed out from under them. 

Although the membership now 
numbers only about 25, this New- 
ton group has already turned in 
about 597 knitted garments, 
crates of second-hand clothing, 27 
new sheets and 6 dozen pillow 
slips and 50 pounds of tin foil. 

One member, Mrs. Samuel B, 
Paul of Halcyon rd., Newton, has 
already knitted no less than 50 
turtle-neck sweaters and quite a 
few of those heavy hip-length 
stockings called “sea boots.” Not 
so incidentally, she paid for the 
wool herself. Mr. Paul and Miss 
Dorothy Forbes are volunteer dri- 
vers whose cars are at the con- 
stant disposal of the chairman. 

Mrs. James C. Kirby, Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Harrigan of Newton Centre 
and Mrs. Albert M. Zorolow of 
Dover are devoted volunteers of 
this group and have also, on many 
occasions, extended kindness and 
hospitality to British sailors while 
in Boston. 

The following are knitting busi- 
ly day in and day out for the La- 
dies’ Auxiliary Newfoundland War 
Veterans of America and their 
work is then turned over to the 
Newton Branch.

Forces which have opposed the 
assumption of greater control over 
the School Department budget by 
the Newton Board of Aldermen 
were vindicated to a large extent 
by a report of the United States 
Office of Education received yes 
terday by Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard. 

W. S. Deffenbaugh, chief of the 
Division of American School Sys- 
tems, who prepared the report, 
stated: 

“In those cities in which some 
municipal body may revise item 
by item the estimates of the board 
of education, it would seem that 
such municipal body and not the 
board of education may determine 
school policies by approving or dis- 
approving the expenditures of 
funds for purposes that the board 
of education deems necessary. 

"If, as claimed by some persons, 
the school budget should be re- 
viewed by a municipal body, such 
body should have authority to re- 
vise only the total amount. The 
board of education itself should de- 
cide where reductions in its budget 
can be made with least detriment 
to the schools.” 

In Newton, the Board of Aider- 
men appropriates the School De- 
partment budget, but the School 
Committee determines how the 
money shall be spent. Although 
it has been the contention of many 
that the aldermen have the power 
to reduce the budget requests of 
the School Committee, the board 
has made no attempt to make such 
cuts in recent years, despite the 
demands of some members of the 
Board of Aldermen and citizens. 


Large Profit 
Paper Baling 


The baling of corrugated craft 
paper which was undertaken by 
the city of Newton last March has 
proved a profitable enterprise, ac- 
cording to Street Commissioner 
John D. Haughey. 

At the close of the first six 
months’ period of the operation 
of the project, the street commis- 
sioner reports an expected profit 
of S4(KX) for the year, sufficient 
to pay for the baling machine. The 
work was started last March. 

The supply of corrugated paper 
available for baling and sale by 
the city has been smaller than an- 
ticipated because the chain stores 
have taken to baling the paper 
instead of discarding it. 

The street commissioner re- 
vealed that the city could have 
sold the baling machine at a profit 
of $1,500 because of the difficul- 
tv in obtaining such machines since 
the defense program was under- 
taken. The offer was turned down 
because the sale of corrugated pa- 
per collected bv the Street De- 
partment has proved so profitable 
that it is considered advisable to 
continue the project. 

The paper baler was bought by 
the department after the Board 
of Aldermen authorized the ven- 
ture and appropriated funds for 
the machine. At the time the 
project was outlined to the board. 
9 greater profit was predicted than 
has been realized. The situation 
has changed because of the fact 
that the chain stores began to 
follow the city’s example, with a 
resulting drop in available ma- 
terial for the city collectors.

The Claims and 
Rules Committee of the Board 
which considers these petitions is 
literally swamped with applica- 
tions for such variances and waiv- 
ers. 

On Monday evening during the 
customary recess of the entire 
Board of Aldermen this committee 
will conduct five hearings. On 
Wednesday evening the committee 
will meet to hear eight others. 
On Sept. 24th the committee will 
hear another group of petitions 
of this and similar nature. 

Many of the petitions are for 
variances and waivers of lot line 
restrictions for private garages, 
changing single dwellings to two- 
family dwellings, and lot sizes. 

Among the numerous petitions,

Drinking 
Utensils 
Below Par 

Health Dept. Finds 30 
Per Cent Do Not Meet 
Standards 


An intensive campaign of in- 
spection of drinking utensils in 
120 establishments in Newton 
which is nearing completion by 
the Health Department has re- 
vealed that approximately 30 per 
cent of the concerns have not met 
the sanitary standards set by the 
department. 

At the first fall meeting of the 
Board of Health on Monday eve- 
ning. Sept. 8, a plan of publica- 
tion of the names of the estab- 
lishments found delinquent will 
be devised. It is proposed to pub- 
lish the names in the forthcom- 
ing issue of the Health Depart- 
ment Bulletin, “Your Health.” 
The practice of publishing ratings 
of milk dealers in the bulletin 
was adopted several years ago. 

That only about 70 per cent of 
the tests taken of drinking glasses 
in restaurants, beer parlors, and 
soda fountains have proved satis- 
factory from a bacterial stand- 
Doint, was revealed today by Chief 
Inspector Alexander A. Robert- 
son of the Health Department, 
who has been in charge of the 
drive to make the establishments 
toe the mark. 

Robertson said that the inspec- 
tion work would be completed 
next Tuesday. Five trips have 
been made each time. The work 
will be complete when five tests 
have been made at each establish- 
ment. 

The samples have been taken 
at the places of business by In- 
spectors Irving W. House and Nor- 
man Whitney. The laboratory' 
tests of the samples have been 
made by Chief Inspector Robert- 
son and Miss Grace Farrell, lab- 
oratory technician. 

The latest ratings of milk deal- 
ers. which are also to be pub- 
lished in the next issue of “Your 
Health,” revealed that less than 
5 per cent of the dealers had 
been rated “unsatisfactory.”

Seek t<‘ Use 
Wooden Building 

The great demand for nurses in 
the national defense preparations 
has resulted in a large increase 
in the enrollment of student nurses 
at the Newton Hospital School 
for Nursing. The Nurses’ Home 
on the hospital grounds has be- 
come overcrowded making added 
accommodations a necessity. The 
new dormitory, built several years 
ago at a cost of more than half 
a million dollars, was believed to 
have been adequate and would 
be at the present but for the un- 
precedented defense needs. Ac- 
cordingly the hospital authorities 
have petitioned the Newton Board 
of Aldermen for permLssion to use 
two wooden buildings in the vicin- 
ity as dormitories for the dura- 
tion of the emergency. 

Cine of the buildings is located 
on the hospital grounds. It is 
of frame construction and stuc- 
coed. The other building is at 
284 Dorset rd.. Waban, a short 
distance in the rear of the hos- 
pital grounds. It is frame con- 
struction with brick veneer. Both 
are classed as wooden structures 
and under the New'ton zoning or- 
dinances and building laws could 
not be used as dormitories. 

How’ever. a few months ago the 
Newton Aldermen amended the 
regulations to make it permissible 
for authorities to grant use of 
buildings for hospital purposes 
during periods of emergency for 
'juch duration as proclaimed a na- 
tional emergency by the President. 
President Roosevelt having pro- 
claimed that a national emergency 
exists there is basis for the use 
if the buildings. 

The hospital officials must com- 
ely with two requirements, how- 
wer. before such use can be made 
if the buildings. ’They must ob- 
tain permission to use the build- 
ngs for the purpose in a Single 
Residence B. distrief. The Aid 
■nen will hold a hearing on 
ehase of the matter on Sept. ! 

The second step requires ap- 
iroval of the Building Commis- 
'ioner who has authority, under 
'he amended Newton ordinances, 
to permit the use during the emer-

Plans for transporting a greater 
number of riders on the lines of 
the Boston Elevated Railway dur- 
ing the coming fall and winter 
months have been in the making 
for .some time, according to Ed- 
ward Dana, president and gen- 
eral manager of the "El." who in 
a statement outlined what has 
been done to take care of a vol- 
ume of busine.ss comparable to the 
3.50.060. 060 or more pa.ssengers 
carried annually prior to 1930. 

"Because of a rise in the level 
of riding” .said Mr. Dana, "wo 
saw that intensification of the de- 
fen.se effort would be reflected in 
the u.se of the railway facilities 
and that there would probably bo 
a reduction in use of automobiles. 
Consequently, we began to prepare 
for a larger volume of business 
than the ‘El’ has had for .some 
years. 

"First, .we decided to re-con- 
dition 25 main line elevated, eight 
Cambridge-Dorchester subway and 
six East Boston tunnel cars, which 
were in storage, to be ready for 
service as soon as possible. There 
are 19 more elevated cars and 94 
.surface cars which could be placed 
in service within a relatively short 
time. 

"During this year there have 
been received 31 new buses and 
28 more are expected. Deliver>' 
of 25 additional buses is expiected 
early next year. These new buses 
are for replacements of old buses 
which in normal times would be 
sold. This year, however, the old 
buses are being held in reserve 
for emergency use for the reason 
that there will probably be de- 
lays in the delivery of new equip- 
ment. 

"It is expected that the High- 
land ave. and Somer\’ille ave. car 
lines running between Clarendon 
Hill and Lechmere stations will 
be converted to trackless trolley 
operation in October which will 
then release for use elsewhere the 
cars now operating there. 

"In terms of service on the rapid 
transit lines, the cars in ser\’ice 
and the re-conditioned cars could 
provide, if needed, a maximum 
rush hour frequency of a six-car 
train on the main line elevated 
and of a four-car train in the 
Cambridge-Dorchester tunnel ev- 
ery 1*4 minutes and of a four- 
car train in the East Boston tun- 
nel every minutes, which 

would be as frequent senice as 
has ever been operated on these 
rapid transit lines. 

"Early in September, the rail- 
way will provide an increase of 
2358 car trips and of 16.351 miles 
on weekdays as compared to the 
present schedules. The winter 
schedules are now being prepared 
and provision made for increased 
service. Ever>’ effort will be made 
to meet the riding requirements. 

"In preparing for the fall and 
winter service, the ‘El’ has been 
engaging from five to 10 new 
operators a week since June of 
this year. 

"These men and all other new 
operators engaged since last 1939 
have been employed in order of 
ranking from a list established 
following written, oral and ph>’si- 
cal examinations and credit for 
education and experience under a 
‘merit plan’ method of employee 
selection. When established on 
December 15. 1939. the list had 
673 men who had qualified. There 
are still 396 men on this list, and 
this number is expected to take 
care of the railway’s requirements 
for some time in the future. 

“We believe that public transit 
will undoubtedly be given every 
possible consideration in fuel sup- 
plies. Because of the relatively 
high efficiency and large capacity 
of buses, four times as many per- 
sons can be carried by bus per 
gallon of gasoline as by private 
automobile. 

“We recognize our responsibility 
in co-operating with the State Di- 
rector of Gasoline Conservation 
and shall do ever^'thing possible 
to see that vehicles are in effi- 
cient condition and that gasoline 
is conserved. 

“Thus far in 1941 the buses 
have consumed 130.998 fewer gal- 
lons of gasoline and have increased 
the miles operated per thousand 
gallons of gasoline. 

"Already the Federal govern- 
ment has recognized the necessity 
of public transit in defense work. 
OPM’s priorities division an- 
nounced on August 8 that an A-10 
rating, ne.xt to that for actual 
defense work, is made available 
to local transit operators for all 
necessary repair parts and main- 
tenance orders and a special ar- 
rangement permits an A-l-a rat- 
ing. the highest available, for 
emergency breakdown repairs. 

"Thus, the job of moving large 
numbers of people is declared by 
OPM. in its own words, as ‘es- 
sential to defense as well as to 
civilian life.’ ’’

^ ” Jn Country to Demonstrate 

Preparedness of Whole City 


Public School Enrollment Lower 
Than Last Year With Largest

A drop of over 200 pupils in 
the Newton Public schools at Mon- 
day’s opening se.ssion was shown 
in the total attendance figures as 
compared with a year ago.

$5100 by the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night for the purpose 
of cleaning and lining nearly a 
mile of water main on Waverley 
ave., Newton. The tactical ma- 
neuver of the Newton Centre al- 
derman came after some debate 
over the expenditure and after a 
motion to refer the matter back 
to the committee on Public Works 
had been defeated. 

Alderman Warner Eustis opened 
the debate on the proposal with a 
question as to whether the pro- 
posal was not an "experiment” 
whose efficiency had not been 
proved. He read testimonial let- 
ters which had been sent to mem- 
bers of the board by the concern 
seeking the contract for the work. 
“In no case has sufficient time 
elapsed to prove tho value of the 
proce.ss. These letters are hard- 
ly evidencce of a complete cure,” 
he contended. Referring to tho 
fact that the project, which would 
clean and reline the main with 
a cement lining, would cost dou- 
ble the former cleaning process, 
he moved that the matter be re- 
ferred back to the committee. 

Alderman Charles Hughes sec- 
onded the motion stating that 
the testimonial letters were not 
basically of such importance as 
to warrant immediate aetLon 
( hough Alderman Jamieson had 
stated that the estimated price 
might be higher unless the offer 
was accepted promptly. Aider- 
man Jamieson agreed that there 
was something in tho previous 
speaker’s views in regard to the 
experimental nature of the work 
but he believed that the "experi- 
ment” should bo done at home. 

Water Commissioner Joseph J. 
Murray was present and in re- 
sponse to questions brought out 
the fact that the process used 
had been employed in England and 
France for 24 years and that 
more recently it had been used 
in this country. Alderman George 
E. Rawson favored the project. 
He asserted that the water pres- 
sure in the vicinity was material- 
ly affected by tho need for tho 
cleaning of tho pipe. He was of 
the opinion that the cement lin- 
ing would prevent the forming 
of tubercles in the main and that 
a recurring cleaning situation 
would not come up. 

Alderman Hoffman stated that 
he did not oppose the cleaning of 
the main but that he believed the

Haydn Morgan Accepts 
Professorship In 
Michigan College 


The announcement of the resig- 
nation of Haydn M. Morgan, di- 
rector of music education in the 
public schools, was announced this 
week by Superintendent Julius E. 
Warren. Mr. Morgan was recent- 
ly offered a full professorship at 
tho Ypsilanti State Teachers’ Col- 
lege in Ypsilanti, Michigan, as di- 
rector of music there and as head 
of the Conservatory of Music con- 
ducted by the college. As he will 
not assume his new duties until 
late in tho month, Director Mor- 
gan will remain here to aid in tiie 
organization of the music pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Morgan has been director 
of music education in the Newton 
Public schools for four and a half 
years, coming to Newton in Jan- 
uary, 1937.

City to Purchase 
Machine to Clean 
Catch Basins 


An appropriation of $10,000 was 
made by the Aldermen on Mon- 
day night for the purchase of a 
machine known as an "eductor.” 
The apparatus is an ingenious de- 
vice for cleaning catch basins by 
suction. It pumps the basins at 
a high rate of speed and holds 
three cubic yards of material. The 
apparatus weighs nearly five tons. 
In Portland, Maine, a machine is 
capable of cleaning 26 catch ba- 
sins per day and has reduced the 
ner basin cost from $4.25 to $1.00. 
Street Commissioner John D. 
Haughey estimates that it will 
bo possible to clean 16 catch ba- 
sins per day in Newton. There 
are more than 5300 of them in the 
city. 

The amount appropriated in the 
budget for maintenance of drains 
this year was $27,000 and the 
machine is expected to pay for 
itself in the first year of opera- 
tion.

The petition of the Newton 
Hospital to obtain tho use of 
dwelling house on Dorset rd., Wa- 
han, as a dormitory for nurses 
was withdrawn on Monday night 
by hospital officials. Opposition 
of residents of the vicinity and 
conferences with the hospital au- 
thorities brought an amicable set 
tlement. In place of the Dorset 
rd. dormitory hospital officials 
filed a petition to erect a one-story 
frame building on the hospital 
grounds. 

In order to provide more facil- 
ities for nurses who are enrolled 
in the Nursing School at the Hos- 
p tal additional living quarters 
were necessary. 'The Board of 
Aldermen have granted the hos- 
pital permission to use an exist- 
ing wooden building on the hos- 
pital grounds at 2048 Washington 
st. for the purpose. 

Tho new building will be erect 
ed near tho new nurses home 
which was erected a few years 
ago and in view of the fact that 
the building is located on the hos- 
pital grounds it is believed that 
the required permission will bo 
granted. 

The petitions of the hospital 
were based on the provision of 
the law that during periods of 
"unl'mited national emergency " 
structures used for hospital pur- 
poses need not comply with th: 
building laws for fireproof con- 
struction. A provision of the or- 
dinance calls for the discontin- 
uance of the use of such buildings 
within a year after the emergency 
has pa.ssed. It is anticipated that 
under ordinary conditions the ex- 
isting facilities for nurses at the 
hospital are adequate. The stepped 
up defense program of the nation 
has resulted in a largely increased 
enrollment of nurses at the 'Train- 
ing School.

"Ice House” 
Zoning More 
Complicated 

Planning Board Seeks 
To Clear Decks By 
Withdrawal of Petition 


Complications attending the so- 
lution of the so-called “ice-house" 
zoning problem at Crystal Lake, 
New'ton Centre, were partially 
straightened out on Monday eve- 
ning by a letter from the Plan- 
ning Board. Previously the Plan- 
ning Board had adopted a recom- 
mendation that land in the vi- 
cinity of the "ice-house” site, now 
in the business zone, be changed 
to single residence classification. 
Their recommendation did not in- 
clude the ice-house property 
which was, at the time, the sub- 
ject of another petition brought 
by New’ton Centre residents, seek- 
ing to change the property from 
manufacturing to single residence 
zone. 

It was apparent that the Plan- 
ning Board had believed that ac- 
tion by the Aldermen would be 
taken on both petitions at the 
same time. At the August meet- 
ing of the Board the Claims and 
Rules committee reported ad- 
versely on the “ice-house” petition 
and the report was accepted. 
Subsequently the Planning 
Board’s recommendation was re- 
ceived and a hearing date of 
Sept. 24th was set. On Monday 
night the Board received the Plan- 
ning Board’s request that their 
recommendation be given “leave 
to withdraw.” The letter added 
that ‘all the land involved should 
be rezoned ‘at a future date’.” 

As the situation now stands, 
the Aldermen have before them a 
recommendation that land in the 
vicinity of the ice-house property 
(but not including it) be rezoned, 
and a request by the makers of 
the recommendation that it be 
dropped. The re-zoning of the 
ice-house land can only be brought 
up by a new’ i>etition and in no 
way is atTected by the scheduled 
hearing on Sept. 24th. The possi- 
ble perfunctory acceptance of the 
Planning Board’s rt^uest w’ould 
then clear the situation for what- 
ever further attempt may be made 
to settle the controversial ques- 
tion which has been the subject 
of numerous aldermunic debates 
for some yeai-s past.

Under the supervision of the 
Defense Division of the Mas.sa- 
chusetts Committee on Public 
Safety, a model control centre has 
been set up in West Newton, giv- 
ing the Garden City the distinc- 
tion of taking the lead through- 
out the entire country in defense 
preparedness from air raids. The 
State Safety Committee has set up 
, the control centre in order that 
the police and fire chiefs, air raid 
w’ardens. and others vitally inter- 
ested in defense work may obtain 
the necessary information to meet 
any eventualities that the future 
may bring. The control centre is 
located in the former telephone 
exchange. 

Demonstrations w’ill be given, 
beginning Saturday and Sunday! 
and on three evenings of next 
week. Upon the conclusion of the 
demonstration the entire control 
centre will be moved to fire head- 
quarters at Newton Centre where 
the permanent local control cen- 
tre has been established. The local 
demonstration is under the direc- 
tion of Gen. Daniel A. Needham 
of West Newton, for the Commit- 
tee on Public Safety and by Col. 
Harry Liepman, representing the 
British government. 

Col. Liepman was an air raid 
w’arden in London for over a year 
and was sent to this country to in- 
struct American defenders in the 
essential training for prepared- 
ness. 

In the main room of the con- 
trol centre are sectional maps of 
the city of New’ton. Around a ta- 
ble will be seated the fire and po- 
lice chiefs, chief air raid warden, 
chief medical officer, and represen- 
tatives of the gas. telephone, elec- 
tric. and other utility companies 
which might be damaged by plane 
attacks. In response to incoming 
reports, the necessarj’ services wdU 
be dispatched to the affected area.

control centre has been defrayed 
by the State Public Safety Com- 
mittee. From time to time during 
the past year local expenditures 
have been made to provide for va- 
rious items of defense work lo- 
cally. In order that it might be 
determint- 1 what steps should be 
taken to prepare Newton for any 
emergency, the local committee 
on Public Safety has prepared a 
budget. Last evening an “infor- 
mal” meeting of the Aldermen 
and Public Safety officials was 
called by Mayor Paul M. Goddard 
to discuss the situation and the 
budget. No official action could 
be taken at this meeting as ap- 
propriations of funds for the pur- 
pose must come on recommenda- 
tion of the Mayor. It has been in- 
dicated that the budget of the 
Public Safety Committee reaches 
a sizable total of more than 
$ 20 , 000 . 

During the summer months 
some 1200 air raid wardens have 
been trained in a six- weeks de- 
fense course. Another similar 
number must be trained in order 
that the air raid warden’s duties 
may be filled for twenty-four hours 
in an emergency. Of this group a 
large number are expected to be 
women to provide for daytime 
duty. Meanwhile a force of 100 
volunteers has been recruited as 
an auxiliary fire fighting group. 
They arc expected to start train- 
ing shortly. As soon as possible 
a volunteer force of 100 police 
will be organized as an auxiliary 
to the regular department for 
emergency police work. 

In discussing the budget it was 
pointed out that other communi- 
ties have voted considerable sums 
for equipping their defense forces 
with uniforms and other accoutre- 
ments. The local budget has been 
pared to a minimum of essentials 
and accoutrements which will not 
be obsolete or useless in case no 
emergency arises. 

The air raid wardens would be 
provided with steel helmets, and 
emergency belt and kit, whistle 
and badge of authority. The po- 
lice would be similarly equipped 
except for white cross belts for 
use in directing traffic. Among the 
items of the auxiliary fire depart- 
ment arc two small pumpers, to be 
used for training. One would be 
housed on the south side of the 
city and the other on the north 
side. Such apparatus would bo 
available for the regular fire de- 
partment for use on brush dr small 
fires where the heavy engines are 
unnecessarily large piece of equip- 
ment to handle. 

First aid posts would be provid- 
ed under the medical unit which 
IS headed by Frank L. Richardson, 
Dr. H. M. Godfrey and Dr. Ed- 
ward Leonard. Numerous other 
items, essential to preparedness 
are included in the proposed 
budget.

Rej t^ct Plan For 
Bell Warning at 
West Newton 


The plan to install a boll warn- 
ing signal for motorists at West 
Newton .square has been aban- 
doned. At the meeting of the Al- 
dermen on Monday evening a re- 
port of the Traffic Committee re- 
jecting the plan was accepted. Al- 
derman Maxwell P. Gaddis of West 
Newton told the board that in 
Watertown .square a bell had been 
installed to protect blind persons, 
that in Central .square, Waltham 
a bell had been installed, taken 
out and put in again, and that 
in Cambridge where a bell had 
been installed it has been taken 
out and left out. He stated that 
there was considerable difference 
of opinion as to the value of the 
bell warnings and that in West 
Newton square, near which many 
persons reside, the continual 
sounding of the bell would be an- 
noying. He stated that 50 per 
cent of the merchants opposed the 
installation of the bell and that 
the other half were skeptical of 
its value. 

He concluded, “if the motorists 
cannot see the lights the bell won’t 
help much.” 

Alderman Eugene Cronin, agree- 
ing with his colleague, stated that 
Chief Michael Hughes of the Po- 
lice Department had made the re- 
quest in a “sincere effort to solve 
the problem.” He urged further 
study of the traffic control situa- 
tion at the square.

Neigh born Oppose 
Waivers of 1^4)1 
Lines for Houses 


Neighborhood objection to the 
proposed construction of a num- 
ber of hou.ses on the lot at the 
corner of Waverley ave., Franklin 
anrl Park sts. was expressed last 
night at a hearing before the 
Claims and Rules Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, The loca- 
tion. known as the former Towle 
property, was sought some months 
ago for u.se as a boys’ private 
.school. On the property at pres- 
ent is a large brick unoccupied 
mansion, a cottage hou.se and an 
old barn. Le.ss than a month 
ago the bam was adjudged a men- 
ace and fire hazard and was or- 
dered boarded up or tom down. 
Thirty days were given to com- 
ply with the order. 

Meanwhile an auction has been 
held on the property and an agree- 
ment to buy has been made by 
Walter Greymont, a Newton archi- 
tect, from Henry W. Brown, pres- 
ent owner. The agreement is con- 
tingent upon the right of the pur- 
chaser to erect hoases on the lot. 
Without any further authoriza- 
tion from the Board of Aldermen 
it is possible to erect five houses 
on the property. In a petition 
to the Aldermen a request was 
made for variance of lot size re- 
strictions in order to enable Mr. 
Greymont to build seven houses. 
At last night’s hearing Mr. Grey- 
mont informed the committee that 
he had abandoned the idea of 
seven hou-ses but would like to 
build six. One of these he would 
occupy himself and the remainder 
he would sell. The bam would 
be removed, as well as the brick 
mansion, while the existing cot- 
tage house would be painted and 
renovated. 

Opposition to the plan was lead ! 
by former Aldermen Clarence C. I 
Colby and Eliot B. Church, repre- 1 
senting neighbors and abuttors. j 
Colby contended that in the event 
of any houses being built there that 
Franklin st. was narrow, curved 
and made a dangerous intersec- ' 
tion, and that the street should , 
be widened to a 50 foot thorough- I 
fare.

Objection was ex- 
pressed as to the principle of di- 
viding up the larger lots but only 
one objector. Arthur Dudley of 
Fox lane, was an abuttor. 

Numerous other hearings were 
held on routine petitions for waiv- 
er of setbacks, garage locations, 
and the like, all of which the com- 
mittee took under advisement and i 
will report to the full Board of 
Aldermen at a later meeting.

He will 
outline recommendations which 
the dealers will be asked to fol- 
low in order to conserve gasoline. 

At the request of the Treasury 
Department at Washington, the 
stores will not only be expected 
to advertise the sale of defense 
stamps, but also to place the 
stamps on sale in their establish- 
ments. Major B. H. Namm, chair- 
man of the Retails Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Defense Savings 
Staff, stated in a recent bulletin 
received by the Chamber of Com- 
merce: 

“The dates of Sept. 15 to 20, 
inclusive, have been set aside to 
be known as ‘Retailers for De- 
fense’ Week. All national retail 
trade associations represented by 
this committee have pledged the 
.support of their members.” 

William V. M. Fawcett, chief 
air warden of the Newton Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, request- 
ed the Chamber to assume the 
task of standardizing and setting 
uniform prices on the materials 
that the committee has suggested 
for home equipment. The follow- 
ing committee was appointed by 
President Vincent C. Stanley of 
the Chamber: 

L. C. Chandler ('chairman), J. 
B. Davis, Roy S. Edwards, Sam- 
uel Handel, Victor Hubert and 
Walter Moore. 

Hardware store dealers are ex- 
pected to stock up on the neces- 
sary materials for a period of ap- 
proximately three months. 

In his letter to Rupert C. 
Thompson, secretary of the Cham- 
ber, Chief Air Warden Fawcett 
stated: 

“In connection with the civil- 
iim defense program, the Newton 
Committee on Public Safety is 
suggesting to our householders 
that they should obtain certain 
simple but necessary equipment. 
It has been suggested that it 
would be helpful in getting people 
to actually get this equipment if 
vve were to publish a list of those 
places where the equipment could 
be purchased and if we could es- 
tablish a uniform price through- 
out the city. 

“The first article on the list is 
dry sand . . . 

“The second article of impor- 
tance is garden hose in sufficient 
lengths to reach from a properly 
threaded faucet or faucets to any 
part of the attic or cellar. 

“The third article is the install- 
ation of a properly threaded fau- 
cet. Many homes have these in 
the cellar but few of them have 
such a faucet on the second floor 
which would probably be neces- 
sary to get water to the attic. 

“Other articles, which some, if 
not all, of the people will undoubt- 
edly want are galvanized buckets, 
snuffers and stirrup pumps. 

“If uniform prices for these 
articles could be established for 
the city, and if we could have a 
list of those merchants who are 
willing to carry them and also 
at what price, we could include 
this information in our next bul- 
letin to the householders.”

Over the last week end and on 
the first three evenings of th=s 
week hundreds of incendiary and 
high e.xplosive bombs f^ll on the 
city — as they were only theoret- 
ically dropped there was no dam- 
age. Yet each and every bomb 
was noted, the results of its prob- 
able damage taken care of, med- 
ical treatment ordered for the in- 
jured and every other effort, myth- 
ical though it was, made to dem- 
onstrate Newton’s preparedness 
in case of an actual air raid. The 
dcmon.strafons were put on 
through a control center set up at 
the former telephone exchange 
building at West Newton. The 
workings of the control center 
were provided by the Massachu- 
setts State Public Safety Commit- 
tee under the direction of Colonel 
Harry Liepman of London, Eng- 
land, who served as a fan air raid 
warden during the time of the all- 
out attack last fall and who is in 
Ih s country instructing in the de- 
fense from air raids. The con 
trol center is the first communica- 
tion .system to be established in 
the United States. 

State officials including Gover- 
nor Saltonstall, city officials from 
many parts of the state. Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard of Newton and 
visit ng air raid wardens from cit- 
ies and towns that are shortly ex- 
pected to establish similar con- 
trol centres attended the demon- 
strations. As the air raids warn- 
ings came in the various units of 
the control centre went into ac- 
tion in a most impressive exhibi- 
tion of what can be done, when 
it should bo done, and how to do 
it. 

Two complete units of the A 
R. P. communication system, 
modeled after the foolproof sys- 
tem developed in Britain through

One was the district warning 
center, whose function it is to re- 
ceive word of approaching enemy 
planes from the Army and Navy 
observation and listening posts 
and to spread the alarm to the 
cities and towns in the area in 
danger of attack. 

The other unit on exhibition 
was Newton’s own “report cen- 
ter,” where reports of air raid 
damage and casualties are 
ceived from the air wardens

Brutally assaulted and beaten 
early Wednesday morning after 
she alighted from a bus at Cen- 
tre and Paul sts., Newton Centre, 
a plucky young woman not only 
outwitted her assailant but also 
brought about the arrest of the al- 
leged culprit. 

The prisoner, Francis J. Mc- 
Carthy, 23 years old, of 32 Ches- 
ley rd., Newton Centre, was ar- 
raigned in the Newton District 
Court Wednesday on charges of 
accost’ ng a person of the opposite 
sex and assault and battery on 
Mi.ss Anita Brown, 30, of 20 
Locksley rd., Newton Centre. He 
pleaded innocent and Judge Don- 
ald E. Mayberry continued the 
case until next Monday, placing 
bail at $500. 

He was identified by the wom- 
an as her assailant after Patrol- 
man Stephen Madden brought 
them face to face. Madden and 
Patrolman James Motherway then 
arrested the youth. 

Mi.ss Brown told the police that 
after she alighted from the bus 
about 12:45 a. m. the man ap- 
proached her from behind and 
knocked her down. She strug- 
gled with h’m and he punched her 
and tore her shoes oft. She said 
he started to drag her towards a 
clump of bushes, but she halted 
him by remarking that there was 
too much light. 

She suggested that they go 
"near the Weeks School’’ and he 
acquiesced, carrying her shoes 
and her pocketbook as they pro- 
ceeded towards the school. 

As she reached her home, how- 
ever, she suddenly began to 
scream and the man, angered at 
having been outwitted, struck her 
and knocked her down again. He 
then fled and was gone when M ss 
Brown’s employer, whn had heard 
her cries, came out of the house. 
Miss Brown is employed as a do- 
mestic at the address. 

The police were notified and Pa- 
trolmen Madden and Motherway 
were sent to the house to hear the 
woman’s story. They obtained a 
dc.scription of the assailant and 
then set out to search for him 

At Newton Centre square they 
encountered Patrolman John 
Umina and the latter told them 
that a youth answering the de- 
scription had gone through the 
square and had turned into Ches- 
ley rd. 

Patrolman Madden’s suspicions 
then fell on McCarthy and the of- 
ficers proceeded to the latter’s 
home and found that he had gone 
to bed. They asked him to get 
dre.sscd and they then took him 
to the victim’s home, where she 
identified him as her assailant. 

Mi.ss Brown suffered a black eye, 
bruises on the nose and forehead 
and a cut knee. She was treated 
by Dr. Raymond Johnson of Wal- 
nut St. 


Rev. Lang 
Resigns 
From Church 


Was Rector of St. John’s 
For 1.5 Years 


After serving 15 years as rec- 
tor of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church. Newtonville, Rev. Ray- 
mond Lang, D.D., this week an- 
nounced his resignation from the 
pastorate because of his promo- 
tion to the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel and senior post chaplain 
at Camp Edwards. 

Dr. Lang was graduated in 1919 
from Bowdo n College and was 
ordained bv Bishop William Law- 
rence in 1920. He served in Epis- 
copal churches in New York,

Paint Sprayer 
Fire at Ravtheoii 


While scores of employees of 
the Raytheon Production Corp. 
radio tube manufacturers, at 55 
Chapel St.. Newton, were at work 
nearby Tuesday evening, a fire 
broke out in a pain>spraying ma- 
chine in the plant, setting off the 
automatic sprinklers.

Present Rules 
To Be Enforced 


TTie controvers’ai proposal that 
Sumner st., in the business dis- 
trict of Newton Centre, be made 
a one-way street was abandoned, 
temporarily at least, after a hear- 
ing on the matter on Monday 
night by the street traffic com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen. 

In place of the one-way pro- 
ject. the committee indicated that 
it would recommend several less 
drastic measures to solve the traf- 
fic problem at the location. 

TTiese steps, Chairman Maxwell 
P. Gadd s of the committee an- 
nounced. would include the appli- 
cation of red paint to the curbs 
at the comers of Sumner st. at 
Beacon st. and Langley rd. to pre- 
vent cars from parking on the 
cune: the painting of white lines 
to confine p«rked cars close to the 
curb, and the presentation of a re- 
quest to the police to enforce the 
traffic regulations at the location, 
including the rule proh biting 
"U” turns. 

Organization In Opposition 
The hearing was called by the 
committee after the Newton Cen- 
tre Improvement A.ssociation had 
filed a petition for the one-way 
rule and the Newton Centre Bus- 
iness Men’s Association had coun- 
tered w th a letter of protest 
against the proposal. 

Sidney S. Von Loesecke, presi- 
dent of the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association, e.xplained 
that the organization had voted 
at its June meeUng to ask that 
the one-way rules be adopted, but 
decided to leave to the discretion 
of the authorities the quest on of 
the direction in w’hich traffic 
should move. He suggested that 
the street be made one-way be- 
tween L>Tnan and Beacon sts., 
with traffic moiing in the direc- 
tion of Beacon st. 

On the other hand. Secretary 
Rupert C. Thompson of the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, repre- 
senting the Newton Centre Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, spoke in 
opposition to the one-way plan. 
“One-way streets do not w’ork 
unless they are parallel streets, 
with traffic moving one way on 
one street and in the opposite di- 
rection on the other. ’’ he argued. 
Moving of Post Oltice 

He also pointed out that even- 
tually the central post office 
would be moved to Newtonville, 
thereby reducing the traffic near 
the Newton Centre post office. 

He urged the comm t tee to 
“consider carefully before mak- 
ing Sumner st. or any other 
street one-way. particularly in a 
business section.” 

Von Loesecke said that Sumner 
st. is about 34 feet wide between 
curbs and with cars parked on

It is an act of 
political courtesy by which the 
senior member who has served 
faithfully as Ward Alderman takes 
the office of Alderman-at-Large 
(elected by votere of the entire 
city and not solely by voters of 
the Ward he is to represent) and 
the newcomer the Ward Alderman 
seat. Alderman Fahey has served 
several terms as Ward Alderman 
while Alderman Gibbs became a 
member of the Board two weeks 
ago.

Alderman-at-Large John Bar- 
wise of Ward 1 is the third repre- 
.sentative from that section of the 
city. In Ward 2 the three Aider- 
men, Carl F. Schipper, Albert Ev- 
erts and Rodney C. Eaton, the 
latter the Ward Alderman, will be 
candidates again. In Ward 3 the 
same is true of Alderman-at-Large 
Maxwell P. Gaddis and Robert H.

Melamine Drops From $40 
Pound to Almost Nothing 

Melamine, raw material of a new 
family of valuable resins used In 
plastics and paints, has fallen in 
price almost 99 per cent following 
its industrial production on a ton- 
nage basis, according to a report to 
the American Chemical society by 
Dr. P. P. McClellan of the research 
staff of the American Cyanamid 
company. Stamford, Conn. Two 
years ago melamine was listed as 
a rare chemical at $40 a pound, to- 
day it is 55 cents a pound. 

Aviation is already relying on 
melamine plastics for tableware 
which is light, docs not discolor, and 
is highly resistant to heat and to 
water, it is pointed out. Cups, sau- 
cers, and plates of melamine plastic 
are not stained by coffee, are free 
from any taste or odor, and can be 
dyed in light colors which do not 
fade. In paint, melamine resins 
give a porcelain-like finish which re- 
sists aging, discoloration, and heat 
up to 300 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Melamine is derived as a principal 
product from cyanamide. It con- 
tains carbon, nitrogen, and hydro- 
gen, and is a member of a class 
of compounds known as the trl- 
azines, to which cyanuric acid and 
cyanuric chloride also belong. Tri- 
azincs contain three nitrogen atoms 
In a ring alternating, in the case of 
melamine, with carbon atoms.

duty in all parts of the city and 
whence officials on duty flash 
word to the various A. R. P. serv- 
ices to proceed at once to the lo- 
cations where they, are needed. 

As the chief air warden read 
aloud the reports from the post 
wardens, tell ng of the location 
and nature of damage, represen- 
tatives of the water, gas. electric, 
medical, public works, telephone, 
police and fire service, seated at a 
long table in front of him, were 
on the alert. Each .sat in front of 
a telephone and when his par- 
ticular service was needed, he 
promptly transmitted the neces- 
sary order to his headquarters at 
the other end of the I ne. 

IJst .All Warnings 

The personnel at the District 
Warning Center includes a con- 
troller. deputy controller, record 
clerk, plotting clerk, telephone op- 
erators. radio operators and mes- 
sengers. 

Upon receiving an air raid 
alarm, the controller or his deputy 
is required to warn all report 
centers within the cities and towns 
of his area and industrial con- 
cerns and others included in his 
warning I st. 

It is the duty of the record 
clerk to keep a list of all air raid 
warnings transmitted. 

The controller or deputy, when 
informed by the chief warden of 
any report center that his serv- 
ices have been exhausted, may or- 
der any service he deems required 
from any other report center area 
to assist the c ty or town con- 
cerned. To do this he will write 
out a message in duplicate, hand 
the original copy to the telephone 
operator and retain the duplicate. 
The telephone operator will dis- 
patch the message, first to the re- 
port center on which he is mak- 
ing the demand and repeat the 
same message to the report center 
which has applied for assistance. 
The original copy, with notes on 
disposition will be handed to the 
record clerk for the record file. 

Center in Each City 

As for the report center, every 
city and all towns of over 2.500 
population w41 have at least one. 
The report center is the executive 
headquarters for the A. R. P. ser- 
vices. In large cities there will be 
one report center for every 50,000 
inhabitants. Rural areas will de- 
pend on the report center of near- 
by towns. 

The local chief warden will be 
in charge of the report center, and 
it w 11 be his duty to supervise 
the organization, training, equip- 
ment and proper functioning of 
the report center. 

The Newton report center con- 
sists of two rooms. The main 
room is essentially a staff room 
equipped for staff vv'ork during 
an emergency. At one end of the 
mam room is a large map of the 
city on which all information 
coming from the incoming mes- 
sage room is immediately shown 
by means of pins. 

The chief waixlen is seated at 
the head of a long table around 
which h=s staff is also seated. 
Each representative of the A. R. 
P. services communicates direct- 
ly with his respective services by 
telephone.

Stewardesses on Streetcars 

The dying trolley car is making 
an eleventh-hour effort to come 
back. Its newest effort to head off 
extinction appears in Atlantic City, 
where the management of an inter- 
urban line, taking a cue from the 
air lines, is installing hostesses. Two 
uniformed girls will r’de the cars, 
to supply newspapers and maga- 
zines for passengers, help women 
on and off at stops and otherwise 
look after people’s comfort. 

The plan sounds fine, and it would 
probably be approved unanimously 
by trolley passengers, but will it 
succeed? Imagine a stewardess 
fighting her way through a densely 
packed crowd at 5: 15 to hand a pic- 
ture magazine to a homeward-bound 
citizen, then line-plunging to the exit 
to assist a housewife in alighting 
from the car. Not that the passen- 
gers wouldn’t appreciate these lit- 
tle attentions to lighten the rigors 
of trolley-riding, but the steward- 
esses would have to be sisters of 
Superman in order to do the job.

The plotting officer, plotting 
clerk and filing clerk sit at a ta- 
ble in front of an area map. 

In the incoming message room 
are telephones and operators re- 
ceiving calls from wardens report- 
ing damages. These incoming 
calls arc transmitted by messen- 
gers direct from the operators to 
the main room. The messenger 
service is supplied by Boy Scouts 
assigned for the purpose. 

The incoming room is separated 
from the main room in order to 
prevent noise from disturbing the 
work in the latter. 

To avoid curiosity or unofficial 
calls to the report center which 
would interfere w th the admin- 
istration of the center, all tele- 
phone numbei's will be non-pub- 
lished and given only to those of- 
ficials whose duties require them 
to communicate with the report 
center. 

Colored Light.s .System 

The air raid warning system 
was described as follows: The 
Army takes from its information 
center the responsibility of warn- 
ing the district warning centers 
of impend ng air raids. Tlie dis- 
trict warning centers pa.ss these 
warnings either directly or 
through report centers to all nec- 
essary civilian defense agencies in 
their area. 

There are four degrees of air 
raid warning messages. Those are 
represented by colored electric 
light bulbs in the district warning 
center and report center. 

The yellow message is a prelim- 
inary caution which is .sent to a 
district as soon as there is any 
po.ssibility of a raid in the district. 
This pri'liminary caution is a con- 
fidential me.ssuge and is .sent to a 
limited number of recipients who 
take preparatory and unobtrusive 
measures to be ready to act in- 
stantly when a blue warning mes- 
sage or a red warning message 
is received. 

The blue mi'ssage is the second 
degree of caution which is trans- 
mitted when the objective of the 
raidi'i-s is determined. This me.s- 
sage is also confidi-ntial. At night 
it is a "lights” warning for rail- 
roads f\Md e.s.sential industries and 
highway traffic to dim lights or 
put .out light.s in accordance* with 
pn‘-arranged plans for a "lilack- 
out” 

■\('( On ICeii .Signal 

The n-d mi-s.sage is tlie action 
warning which is .sent wlun the 
)io.ssit)ility of a raid becomes im- 
niin<*nt. This is a warning mes- 
sage to the public and after it is 
n'ceived at tlie various control cen- 
tei's, it is relayed to the pulillc 
by audible warning signals such 
as sirens or power wliistles giv- 
ing short blasts.

Adopt Proper Approach 
When Criticizing Others 

"In criticizing people, the best 
psychological method is what I have 
frequently termed the ‘sandwich 
plan,’ " Dr, George W. Crane says. 
“This means that we should first ad- 
minister a sincere compliment to 
buoy up the ego or morale of our 
‘victim,’ then tactfully slip over the 
meaty layer which contains our criti- 
cism. Finally, we should adpriinis- 
ter another honest compliment to 
take the possible sting from our 
criticism. Remember, too, that I 
used the word ‘compliment,’ not the 
word ‘fiattery.’ A compliment is an 
honest statement of appreciation for 
a demonstrable virtue or talent that 
merits commendation. As such, 
therefore, it is an ethical as well as 
a sound psychological technique. 

"Flattery connotes an insincere 
statement for a mercenary or self- 
ish goal. Even when you find your- 
self face to face with the middle 
layer of the sandwich, you can help 
take some of the unpleasantness out 
of the criticism if you will lead into 
it by the ‘I wonder’ plan. 

"Don’t tell a child, ‘You’re a very 
poor reader.’ Instead, say ‘I won- 
der if you are really trying to read 
as well as you can, Jack, for you’re 
an intelligent boy, and surely you 
know that fiuent reading is the foun- 
dation for all education.'’ 


Apple Did Reduces Weight 
Oversupplied with apples, or- 
chardists of the Northwest and the 
Surplus Marketing administration 
have not worried over-much about 
the medical aspects of the dieting 
of Miss Evelyn Appleton Lock of 
Tacoma, Wash. Eating nothing but

duced her weight from 186 to 136 
pounds in 45 days. Physicians who 
examined her twice weekly report- 
ed her pulse and blood pressure im- 
proved throughout the 45 days.

Political 

Polyscope 


Similar to the extreme changes 
in the weather of the past week, 
the political polyscope finds a di- 
rect contrast between the prob- 
able composition of the school 
committee of another year over 
that of the Board of Aldermen. 
Whereas the latter body will in all 
probability .show little change 
wlien it meets to organize on Jan- 
uary 1st, 1942, the School Com- 
mittee will at least show an al- 
most 50 per cent turnover. 

The school committee is com- 
prised of one member, from each 
Ward of the seven in Newton, 
elected at large by voters through- 
out the city. Of the seven present 
members three will retire from 
service of from five to nearly 
eight years. It is understood that 
the remaining four members of 
the committee will be candidates 
for re-election. 
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The three retiring committee- 
men (or women) are Mrs. Marga- 
ret H. Woods of Newton High- 
lands, Chairman Harold W. 
Knowlton of Auburndale and Jo- 
seph F. Wogan of Newton. Mrs. 
Woods is the oldest member of the 
committee in length of service, 
having been elected in the spring 
of 1934 to succeed Mrs. Katherine 
I. Cornell from Ward 5. She was 
elected in the fall of 1937, at 
which time the biennial elections 
and a two-year school committee 
term were adopted by the voters, 
and again elected two years ago. 

Chairman Harold W. Knowlton 
has served Ward 4 but a few 
months less than Mrs. Woods. He 
was elected to the committee in 
the fall of 1937 and took office on 
January 1st, 1938. He is complet- 
ing his sixth year on the commit- 
tee of which he has been the chair- 
man during his present two-year 
term. 


Mr. Wogan, representing Ward 
7, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of F. 
Marsena Butts five years ago. He 
was reelected in 1937 and again in 
1939 to serve the full two-year 
terms. 

Other members of the present 
committee are Francis P. Frazier 
of Ward 1, C. Raymond Cabot of 
Ward 2, Ralph W. Taber of Ward 
3, and Stanbrough Fernald of 
Ward 6. Of this quartet the lens 
of the polyscope looks back into 
the past and finds that Taber has 
served the longest, succeeding 
Chairman George F. Fernald of 
West Newton in 1937. Following 
precedent and unless events that 
cannot be foreseen occur, there 
seems to be little question that the 
chairmanship will fall to the West 
Newton member when the new 
committee meets. 

Committeemen Frazier of New- 
ton and Cabot of Newtonville 
were both elected to the commit- 
tee two years ago and have been 
serving their first term. The for- 
mer succeeded Franklin P. Smith 
upon the latter's retirement after 
several years of service, including 
the chairmanship of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Cabot was elected in a 
contest with Committeeman Har- 
ry Bryant. Two years ago Ward 6 
was represented by Clark B. Bris- 
tol who was reelected at the 1939 
election. Subsequently business 
called Mr. Bristol to Connecticut 
(Continqed on page 4)

Permit Navy 
Yard To Use 
School Shops 

School Committee Co- 
Operates in Training 
of Machinists 


A plan to permit the Boston 
Navy Yard to use the machine 
shops of the Newton Trade School 
was adopted on Monday night by 
the School Committee. The Navy 
Yard will begin a national defense 
course about October first. Ac- 
tion was taken on the plan at 
the recommendation of Superin- 
tendent of Schools Julius E. War- 
ren and Director James E. Forbes 
of the Trade School in a lengthy 
report. 

The Navy Yard will use the ma- 
chine shops at the Trade School 
in the Technical High School 
building and the Hamilton School 
at Lower Falls for two 8 hour 
shifts. There will be 40 men 
at the high school and 20 at the 
Hamilton School in each shift, 
bringing the total under training 
to 120. The trainees will be se- 
lected by the Navy Yard through 
civil service examinations. All 
work of a productive nature will 
be supplied by the Navy Yard 
and all work will become the 
property of the government. 
Breakage of small tools and re- 
placement will be made by the 
Navy Yard. The latter will al- 
so supply qualified inspectors, and 
will co-operate in other ways in 
developing the program adequate- 
ly-

Action by the Board of Alder- 
men in appropriating $5,100 for 
cleaning approximately a mile of 
water main on Waverley ave. was 
taken on Monday night. The pro- 
{X)sal, which becomes an engineer- 
ing innovation in th's city, was 
advanced a few weeks ago but 
was postponed by the action of 
Alderman Carrol J. Hoffman in 
raising a charter objection after a 
motion to defer action had been 
lost at the previous meeting of 
the board. 

The project will not only clean 
'"lie main but the ingenious device 
u.sed will reline the main with a 
concrete lining which it is be- 
lieved will eliminate future clean- 
ing operafons. Alderman Charles 
E. Hughes insisted that the pro- 
ject should be regarded as an "ex- 
periment" and that fullest rec- 
ords bo kept as to its efficiency 
before further expenditures are 
made. He added that the com- 
pany would give no guarantee or 
bond for the success of the pro- 
ject. 

Alderman Jamieson of the Pub- 
lic Works committee which rec- 
ommend the expenditure told of 
the showing of a mot on picture 
of the work of the machine on 
Sunday which was attended by 
nine of the Aldermen. The proc- 
ess was developed in Australia 
and has been used for some years 
with success in that and other 
countries. 


The question of the issuance of 
water bills semi-annually instead 
of quarterly as at present is pend- 
ing before the claims and rules 
committee of the Board of Aider- 
men. A change to the twice-a- 
year plan was sought by City 
Treasurer Francis Newhall. May- 
or Goddard placed the recommen- 
dation before the Board on recom- 
mendation of City Comptroller 
Daniel A. White, who acted on 
request of the treasurer. The 
proposal is opposed by Water i 
Commissioner Joseph J. Murray. 

The city treasurer told the com - 1 
mittee at a hearing on the ques-j 
lion that the collection of water j 
bills on the quarterly basis con- j 
sumes a great deal of time on 
the part of his office. About 70,0(X) 
bills are issued in the course of a 
year. The bills are prepared by 
the accounting department and 
collected by the treasury depart- 
ment. The latter finds that many 
persons would prefer to pay their 
bills twice a year or even annual- 
ly. Frequently consumers who use 
a minimum amount desire to pay j 
the $9 charge for a year’s service I 
in advance, but the city could 
not accept payment before bills 
are rendered. The quarterly sys- 
tem was adopted nine years ago 
at which time public sentiment 
was not sought. 

At the hearing Commissioner 
Murray contended that he be- 
lieved water consumers prefer to 
pay their bills quarterly. The 
committee will undertake to learn 
the sentiment of the public before 
making its report. Mayor (k)d- 
dard made no definite recommen- 
dation. indicating that he favored 
a study to ascertain public senti- 
ment.

50 YEAR,S AGO

Editor’s note--the report of the 
meeting of the School board is of 
interest in compari.son with today’s 
facts. In Sept. 1891 the board 
voted — teacher of sewing at 
yearly compensation of $240; the 
salary of Miss Sarah L. Dix was 
fixed at $480 per annum. Edward 
F. Stearns, appointed principal of 
the Prospect evening school of me- 
chanical drawing at Upper Falls 
with a compensation of $3 per eve- 
ning; his assistant was paid $2 per 
evening. At the Jackson evening 
school at Nonantum a principal, a 
teacher of mechanical drawing and 
five assistants were appointed at 
$3, .$2, and $1.50 respectively, per 
evening. 

The report of the committee 
estimated the school appropriation 
for 1892 as $133,000 — an increase 
of $11,000 over the previous year.

The number of teachers, male and 
female, was 115 and the school- 
houses numbered 23. Average age 
of high school graduates was 18 
years and 9 months; average age 
of students entering high school 
14 years and 7 months.
